DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This Office Action is in response to the Supplemental Amendment filed 6/21/06. 
Claims 11-12, 15-21, and 23-25 have been withdrawn from consideration. Claims 26- 
27 are currently pending and not withdrawn. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

3. Claims 26-27 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. 
Specifically, lines 18-19 of claim 26 on page 6 of the claims states, "wherein said VPN is 
comprised of multiple VTs, each VT being of a different protocol type and having 
different characteristics". There is not disclosure in the original specification of a VPN 
comprising multiple VTs each being of a different protocol type. For example, different 
protocols may be used as disclosed by the original specification; however, there is no 
description of every VT within a VPN using a different protocol from every other VT 
within the VPN. It is recommended that this claim be amended such that it is enabled 
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by the original specification. Claim 27 is rejected because it depends on rejected claim 
26. 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Regarding claim 26, the phrase "such as" renders the claim indefinite because it 
is unclear whether the limitations following the phrase are part of the claimed invention. 
See MPEP § 2173.05(d). Specifically, line 22 of claim 26 on page 5 of the claims 
states, "such as a telephone". It is unclear what endpoints fall into the category of 
"endpoints such as a telephone". It is recommended that the phrase "such as a 
telephone" be removed from the claim. 

6. Claim 26 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. Specifically, line 22 of claim 26 on page 5 of the claims states, 
"to connect to every other endpoint". It is recommended that the word "other" be 
removed from this phrase such that it is clear that the endpoint is connected to every 
endpoint. Further, line 16 of claim 26 on page 7 of the claims states, "choosing a best 
form of transport for a call based on class of service". It is unclear what is meant by the 
"best" form of transport. For example, does this mean the cheapest transport, the 
shortest path, some combination of cheapest transport and shortest path, some other 
factor, etc.? It is recommended that the claim be amended to more specifically state 
how a form of transport is chosen.
